The change in ‘date follows 
Nazi attempts to purchase goods 
jin the United States, where they 
tried to give the impression that 
orders were being filled from 
Europe. ‘ 


Unfortunately, no German 
and no German ship has been 
able to cross the Atlantic . for 
many months, although Allled 
shipping between the United 
Kingdom and South America 
has increased. Half of this was 
British shipping, the rest being 
shipping of countries which 
‘have placed their vessels at the 
disposal of the ‘allies. 

_ . Last month, 25 per cent, more 
“ Allied shipping left for all ports 
in America than in the early part 
of this year. 
Many South American firms 
which held up their orders in 
‘ anticipation of the August victory!
